WASHINGTON, Sept. 9— The 
Department of Justice last night 
ordered proceedings started to 
strip- Frank Costello, New York 
gambling and rackets boss, of his 
American citizenship. 

Costello is now serving an 18- 
month sentence in the federal 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa., 
for contempt of Congress. He re- 
fused to answer questions put to 
him by the Senate Crime In- 
vestigating Committee. 

Costello, born in Italy in 1891, 
was naturalized in 1925. The de- 
partment refused to say whether 
it will seek to deport Costello to 
Italy. 7 

“TI feel strongly that this man’s 
citizenship should be revoked and 
I am ordering immediate steps by 
the Department of Justice to 
achieve this,” Attorney General 
James P. McGranery said in or- 
dering action in the Costello 
case. 

The proceedings will be based 
on charges that Costello made 


false statements when he applied 
for citizenship in 1925, the de- 
partment said. 

The Attorney General said that 
Costello, in applying for natural- 
ization, had failed to say that he 
had been convicted and sentenced 
to a year’s imprisonment on a 
charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon under the alias of Frank 
Saverio. 


The Senate Crime Committee 
had recommended the de-natural- 
ization proceedings, reporting that 
Costello was one of the three 
heads of a powerful New York 
crime syndicate and that he had 
exercised a “sinister” influence 
on Democratic politics in New 
York county. 

Costello’s current troubles 
came when in the full sight of 
millions of television watchers be 
twice walked out of the Senate 
Crime Committee hearings. 

He refused to let himself be 
televised while testifying, so the 
eamera’s focused for hours on his 
fidgeting, manicured hands.

Stevenson spent most of yester- 
day in Portland, e¢onferring with 
labor leaders and party politicians 
and attending a rally sponsored 
by the Multnomah County Demo- 
cratic Organization. He flew here 
in the evening to make a major 
address, spent the night and left 
this morning for San Francisco, 
whére he will make another major 
address tonight.

The Seattle speech was deliv- 
ered in the bunting-draped ice 
arena before a cheering, stamping 
throng estimated at 7000 persons.

Among the platform speakers 
was Representative Henry M.

AMARILLO, Tex., Sept. 9 (UP) 
—Democratic Gov, Allan Shivers 
urged his followers today to lead 
a fight against Adlai Stevenson 
in Texas and to vote for Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 

Shivers delivered the keynote 


speech before the Democratic 
state convention. As leader of 
the party, he was hailed with a 
standing ovation and a thunder- 
ous cheer. He called on the 
party membership to “make it 
plain that every Texan is legally 
and morally free’ to vote against 
Gov. Stevenson of Illinois, the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 

Cheers and applause interrupt- 
ed him time and again as he 
called for an organized Demo- 
cratic revolt in Texas against the 
national Democratic administra- 
tion, 

‘We Choose Texas.’ 

“We can and should let it be 
known that when the contest is 
between Trumanism and Texas, 
we choose Texas,” he said. 

Shivers demanded that the 
name of Stevenson appear on the 
Democratic ballot because of 
moral and legal obligations. 

But he said again: “I cannot 
and will not support or vote for 
the nominees of the Democratic 
national convention.” 

He accused the national Dem- 
ocratic party of allowing “cor- 
ruption, ineptness and inefficien- 
cy in high places . .. the in- 
filtration. of Communists into 
high governmental places ... an 
unstable and stalemated foreign 
policy .., and a new and danger- 
ous doctrine of ‘paramount 
rights.’ ”’ 

Wants ‘End te Trumanism.’ 

“These things we have been‘ 
fighting against are rolled up 
into a single package and plainly 
labeled Trumanism, I want to 
see and end to Trumanism in this 
country and I think the majority 
of the people of Texas are of the 
same mind.”

The 
first was that Germany not be 
divided and the second that So- 
viet Russia not be invited or 
begged to get into the Japanese 
war. 

When asked to expand on the 
Detroit statement and to give the 
circumstances of his recommenda- 
tions he replied: 

“There wouldn’t seem to. be 
any great reason for expanding 
on it. The fact is this: For many 
months I had been recommending 
against the division of Germany. 
So I repeated it this time just as 
a last desperate hope, although 
you. will recall that this was now 
late July, or, I think, maybe early 
July. It was possibly too late for 
that.” 

Decision Made Earlier. 


Varifying the reporter’s state- 


| ment that the decision to get the 


Russians into the Japanese war 
was made at the much earlier 
Tehran and Yalta conferences, 
Eisenhower observed:

TO STUDY POSSIBLE 
OIL OVERCHARGES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
The Mutual Security Agency an- 
nounced today it has turned over 
to the Department of Justice data 
involving possible overcharges on 
oil purchased by the Government 
from three American firms for 
distribution to Mafshall Plan 
countries. 

The three firms are the Gulf 
Oil Corp., Socony-Vacuam Oil 
Co., and the Atlantic Refining 
Co. MSA said the sales under 
study involved oil shipments from 
Kuwait, a British protectorate on 
the Persian gulf, 
European nations. 

The specific amount these com- 
panies allegedly overcharged is 
left up to the Justice Department 
to determine. Gulf supplied $13,- 
705,196 worth of the Kuwait oil; 
Socony Vacuum, $2,011,152, and 
Atlantic, $355,872. The ship- 
ments covered the period from 
May 3, 1949, to: Aug. 31 of this 
year. 

The agency’s action was the 
second of its kind taken this year. 
Earlier, MSA sent to the Justice 
Department claims for alleged 
overcharges on similar oil ship- 
ments from Saudi Arabia. The 


filed a suit to recover $67,000,000 
in alleged overcharges.

Judge Dean Sherry. He will be 
90 years old Christmas Day. She 
is 50. 


Judge Sherry performed the 
ceremony which was followed by 
a supper attended by friends of 
pair. 

Meriwether’s first wife died in 
July, 1945. ‘His new wife became 
his secretary about 10 years ago 
and assisted him in the writing 
of his latest book, “Jim Reed— 
Senatorial Immortal.” 


In responding to a toast offered 
by Judge Sherry, Meriwether 
said: 

“T have always believed that an 
octogenarian who indulges in ro- 
mance and matrimony should 
have his head examined. The 
very idea seems a bit ridiculous. 
But today I have done the very 
thing which at times I have de- 
plored in others.” 

Noting that intellectual com- 
panionship is the most enduring 
of all, he continued:

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‘Juries Wherever and Whenever’ Needed, 
Attorney General Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Attorney General James P. Me- 
Granery said yesterday his de- 
cision to dispense with special 
racket grand juries means no re- 
laxation in the prosecution of 
criminals. 


McGranery made public a tele- 
gram he sent to Spruille Braden, 
chairman of the New York City 
Anti-Crime Committee, who ac- 
cused McGranery of hampering 
the war against crime by ending 
the system of special racket- 
probing grand juries. 

McGranery told Braden that his 
decision “does not mean that I 
will not use grand juries wher- 
ever and whenever the need indi- 
cates.” 

Braden said McGranery’s action 
“will tend to demoralize, impede, 
or detract from the effectiveness 
of the war against crime and cor- 
ruption, not only in this city but 
throughout the country.” 

Assails ‘Showmanship.’ 

McGranery last week sent out 
orders to the 94 federal districts 
across the country to stop the 
system of calling special grand 
juries annually to sift evidence 
of racketeering and organized 
crime. He said the system 
smacked of “showmanship.” 


In a separate statement yester- 
day, McGranery said, “An ef- 
fectively functioning grand jury 
needs no name or calling. It can 
be summoned into existence most 
readily when a need is shown for 
it, and the usual regular terms of 
court in the various districts of 
the United States are quite capa- 
ble of taking care of any situa- 
tion having to do with violation 
of federal laws.” 


The system of calling special 
grand juries had been instituted 
by former Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath, in the wake of 
Senate Crime Committee hear- 
ings. Braden’s complaint against 
the abolition of the system was 
made in New York. Braden wired 
McGranery: “Your order is par- 
ticularly ill-timed, coming pre- 
cisely when the public demands 
the exposure and punishing of or- 
ganized gangsters and their po- 
litical accomplices.” 


Reversal Requested. 


Braden, former ambassador to 
Argentina, said members of his 
committee, a privately formed 
group to fight crime, “earnestly 
request” that the order be re- 
versed. 

Braden said experience showed 
that regular 30-day grand juries 
could not cope with the complex 
criminal-political alliances which 
“have acquired such a dangerous 
measure of power in this coun- 
try.” He added: 

“Special grand juries continu- 
ing for many months and even 
years have proven essential for 
the adequate investigation of 
complicated conditions such as 


those having to do with Commu- 


E nism and disloyalty or syndicated 


is pertinent to add that these 
latter conditions can destroy the 
republic more .quickly than can 
any external enemy.” 

Braden said the order would 
have a “demoralizing effect” even 
on juries allowed to continue to 
finish their jobs: 

Braden mentioned that the spe- 
cial grand jury in the southern 
New York district is digging into 
waterfront crime, and said that 
it would “be absurd to expect,” 
any regular jury to deal with 
“this 50-year-old cancer.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Ronald Seeley, a Washington en- 
gineer, said yesterday he told a 
friend or two in advance of the 
official anouncement that he ex- 
pected a new atomic plant to be 
located in Pike County, Ohio.

STEEL WALKOUT CUT 
PERSONAL INCOME IN 


JULY $2,500,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept..9 (AP)— 
The Department of Commerce 
said today the steel strike reduced 
personal income in July an esti- 
mated two and one-half billion 
dollars under the annual rate for 
June, 

However, total personal income 
and farm income for the first 
seven months of this year were 
both running ahead of 1951. 


The July income decline “cen- 
tered in wages arid salaries and 
reflected payroll losses in steel- 
producing and fabricating indus- 
tries,” the report said. It added 
that other personal income 
showed little change in July. 


The July estimate put at an 
annual rate of 264 billion dollars, 
the same as the rate for the first 
seven months of the year. This 
was 532 per cent higher than in 
the same period of 1951. 

Total private industry wages 
and salaries in July reached an 
annual rate of 145 billions, two 
billions below June. The drop was 
concentrated in the durable goods 
field. 

Farm income remained prac- 
tically unchanged during the 
month, at an annual rate of 21 
billion dollars, compared with 
20% billions for the first seven 
months of this year.

Economists Predict U. S. Infla- 
tion Will Subside in 1953. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Some of the world’s top econo- 
mists told governors of the World 
Bank.-and International Mone- 
tary Fund yesterday that inflation 
in the United States will subside 
during the coming year. 

The immediate prospects for 
Europe were described as “for- 
midable,” but the long-term view 
was called brighter. 

These forecasts came from a 
panel of economists reporting to 
an open meeting of the gover- 
nors. No serious inflation is in 
prospect in the United States, the 
experts said, and the cut in ex- 
ports will be insufficient “to in- 
terfere seriously” with domestic 
prosperity in the United States. 

One of the experts, Oxford’s 
Prof. Roy F. Harrod, who recent- 
ly joined the staff of economists 
studying European economies, ex- 
plained that the short-term fore- | 
cast for Europe as a whole is un- | 
favorable because the _ various 
countries need to increase exports 
at the same time that rearmament 
increases the demand for im- 
ports, However, he added, once 
rearmament is completed, the 
prospect will be better.

TEHRAN, Sept. 9 (AP)—Pre- |‘ 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh is re- | 


‘ported to have told the United 
States and Britain they must 


make a better offer or he will | 


tell Parliament to reject the 
West-sponsored plan to get Iran’s 
oil industry working again. 

Reliable sources here also de- 
clared the aged Iranian Premier 
demanded an immediate loan of 
about $100,000,060. 

The nation’s oil industry has 
been paralyzed since the govern- 
ment rationalized the Iranian 
properties of the _ British-con- 
trolled Anglo-iranian Oil Co. 
more than.a year ago. The gov- 
ernment has been hard-pressed to 
pay its bilis since much of its 
revenue had been derived from 
oil. : 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, Ger- 
many’s financial wizard, arrived 
by plane today to “look into Iran’s 
economic questions” as he put it. 

Schacht said he had been in- 
vited to come here by Mossadegh 
and would remain for séveral 
days. 

Bagher Kazemi, vice premier 
and finance minister, met Schacht 
at the airport. 

The newspaper Etelaat said 
Mossadegh had decided that if a 
settlement is not reached with 
Britain within two weeks he will 
quit trying and “use the views of 
Schachf for bettering the econom- 
ic situation and balancing the 
budget.” 

Last week the United States 
offered Mossadegh $10,000,000 as 
part of a British-American plan 
to get the industry going again 
and help stave off a possible 
Communist seizure of power. 

A reliable source said the Iran- 
fan Premier told British Charge 
d’Affairs George Middleton that 
Britain and the United States 
should come up with something 
better before the Majlis (lower 
house of Parliament) meets to- 
morrow to consider the plan which 
Mossadegh has denounced as “the 
worst” of all possible solutions. 

This source said if Mossadegh 
failed to receive a British reply 
today he would go before Parlia- 
ment and recommend rejection 
of the Western plan. 

(Speaking at a Conservative 
party political rally in Sheffield, 
in Northern England, Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden voiced a 


‘dim hope yesterday that Mossa- 


degh may still change his mind 
about the British-American pro- 
posals for solving the crisis. The 
foreign secretary said: 

(“They are generous and fair 
proposals, without any hidden im- 
plications... .. I hope there may 
still be time for wiser councils to 
prevail in the interests of Iran as 
much as in our.own.”’)

OPS GRANTS HIGHER CEILING 


TO METAL GOOD FABRICATORS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
yesterday issued an order allow- 
ing manufacturers to boost their 
ceilings to cover higher prices 
they must pay for steel, alumi- 
num and copper. 

The OPS order grows out of 
increased ceilings already granted 
to producers of these metals. 

OPS economists have estimated 
that these price increases at the 
manufacturers’ level will mean a 
direct rise of perhaps $750,000,- 
000 a year in prices on items 
made from the three metals. 

Wholesalers and retailers will 
be permitted to apply markups to 
meet higher prices they may have 
to pay for their goods as a result 
of this order.

Growth of Northwest. 

The rapid growth of the North- 
west is very significant for the 
future of the United States. It 


means that what used to be es- 


sentially a colonial domain, run 
by absentee industries, is now 
coming of age and playing its full 
part in the progress of our na- 
tion. And there is something 
* very interesting about this growth. 
A great part of it has been dué 
to what my opponents are fond 
of calling a centralized, despotic 
bureaucracy, the Federal Govern- 
‘ment. Year after year we have 
been told how this ogre has been 
wasting the taxpdyer’s money in 
the Northwest on a series of fan- 
tastic projects. 

This process of bankrupting the 
United States by wasting money 
on the Northwest has had a long 
history. I can trace it at least as 
far back as 1867 and a certain 
Secretary of State who was de- 
nounced for being soft toward 
Russia. At this moment we can 
hear—or could if an wunaccus- 
tomed mood of silence should 
come upon me—the whistles of 
steamers bound north for Sew- 

_ard’s folly. The development of 
Alaska has meant traffic, com- 
merce, profits, population for the 
Northwest. Now, if you and I 
have our way, Alaska will soon be 
a state. 

Think of what Alaska has al- 
ready meant, think of what the 
continued development of its 
natural resources will mean, to 
the Northwest gnd to the United 
States at large. Think of the 
watchtower and fortress it is 
against the Communist threat, 
ahd how close to the heart of 
our economy that threat would 
be if it had remained in Rus- 
sian hands. The profligate waste 
of the taxpayer’s money by a 
spendthrift bureaucracy has 
paid off.

Now I draw a moral from this 
story. The moral is that the 
people who conduct the nation’s

should say money over the dam. 

Not far to the east of us to- 
night is that notorious white 
elephant, Grand Coulee dam.

Coulee and Bonneville on the 

Columbia and by those other 

white elephants in the Tennes- 

see valley. The water stored by 

Grand Coulee is beginning to 

make fields and orchards of the 

barren land in the Columbia 
basin. 


In some people’s view, you will 
remember, Grand Coulee and 
Bonneville were not only a waste 
of the taxpayer’s money, they 
were—and this was a worse crime 
—they were an interference with 
the sacred right of private monop- 
oly to leave a region undeveloped. 
They were Homer Bone’s folly, 
Charley McNary’s folly, Franklin 
Roosevelt's folly.

e battles in this field are by 
no means over. The Government 
is contemplating additional de- 
velopmenfs that will add more 
badly needed kilowatts to the 
power supply of the Northwest, 
more water for the lands that 
stand ready to produce, more 
transportation to get the product 
cheaply to market. There will be 
opposition in the future as there 
has been opposition in the past.’ 
But the resource development of 
the West will go on because the 
people—not just of the West but 
of the whole country—want it to 
go on. 

The extra power that would, for 
example, open up a now-unused 
natural resource, the great phos- 
phate-rock beds in Idaho, and 
make possible a large production 
of fertilizer, has a meaning for 
the prairies of the Middle West, 
for the South, for every farmer 
throughout the country who wants 
to get the best out of his land. 

When we invest in projects that 
more than pay for themselves, we 
act as prudent trustees of the 
public wealth and our heirs will 
profit from our wisdom. But it 
is public funds we invest. The 
return of the investment must be 
rea?, not hypothetical, and the 
gains must be national, not merely 
local. 

Engineering Feasibility. 

We must be eagle-eyed and 
tight-fisted about these expendi- 
tures. The magic phrase “en- 
gineering feasibility” and the 
blessing of local interests are not 
enough to justify a public project. 
It must pass the harder test of 
comparison—would this money be 
better spent on rehabilitating 
eroded farm land in the south or 
exhausted range land in the west, 
rather than on reclaiming a 
desert? 

And it must pass another, more 
immediate test. Is the coming 
fiscal year the one in which to 
start this investment of public 
funds at all? 

These are hard, practical ques- 
tions that must be faced. I have 
faced them in my own state. I 
know how complicated they are 
on a nation-wide scale. Projects 
and proposals from all parts of 
the country compete for public 
investment. I am not sure that 
the office of presidency is well 
enough equipped, as things now 
stand, to appraise them with de- 
tachment and with critical author- 
ity. The Hoover Commission has 
made suggestions for increasing 
the effectiveness of executive re- 
view; it may be that even better 
means can be devised. I intend 
to find out. 

Building a public project, how- 
ever, is only half the story. Bit- 
ter battles have been fought—and 
many of them are still unsettled 


public investment. There are al- 
ways plenty of private interests 
that want to appropriate the ben- 
efits for themselves. 
I give you two illustrations. 
The first is power. In an un-

replacement for logged-out areas, 
and to all the industries that de- 
pend on a supply of forest 
products. They are of increasing 
value too for recreation, as the 
population of the Northwest in- 
creases, and as the inhabitants of 
regions less bountifully endowed 
with natural beauty come here in 
increasing numbers. 

Many forest problems remain to 
be solved—access roads for log- 
ging operations, fire protection 
roads, trails and access roads for 
vacationists, loopholes in the min- 
ing laws that permit people who 
do no mining to cash in on timber 
er recreation, These must be 
solved but there is a much bigger 
problem, 

The greatest importance of the 
national forests is the protection 
of watersheds. In many parts of 
the West, protection of the for- 
ests and grasslands means the dif- 
ference between healthy streams 
and destructive loss of the water 
—dependable water supplies as 
against floods, silted-up irrigation 
systems, and dams filling with 
sediment, That is why we must 
resist efforts to take away from 
the public the control of the for- 
est ranges. 

I do not share my opponent’s 
scorn for what he calls an ab- 
sentee landlord. These ranges 
should be used, used well and 
widely, for grazing purposes. But 
they are public property, and they 
must be managed for the public 
interest. 

These battles for the public in- 
terest in our forests, and rivers, 
and other natural resources must 
go on, and they must be won. 
They must be won here on the 
spot and they must be won in the 
Congress. ‘That is why we need 
in Congress vigorous, progressive 
representatives and senators — 
men like Henry Jackson, here in 
Washington, Mike Mansfield in 
Mortana, and Joe O’Mahoney in 
Wyoming, to carry on their team- 
work in the public interest with 
Warren Magnuson, Jim Murray, 
and Lester Hunt. They are all 
tough fighters, proven by public 
service. The Congress and the 
nation need all of them. 

We are only at the beginning 
of a long-term effort to make 
our resources match our needs. 
Just recently President Truman’s 
materials policy commission made 
some careful estimates about how 
much power, fuel and raw mate- 
rials of all sorts the nation will 
need 25 years from now, when 
its population is likely to be 30,- 
000,000 or 40,000,000 larger. 
Their figures are startling. They 
estimate, for instance, that we 
may need four times as much 
aluminum as we are producing 
today and three times as much 
electric power. 

To meet such demands will re- 
quire our best efforts. We shall 


have to import from abroad large: 


additional amounts of many ma- 
terials. That, incidentally, will 
have the helpful effect of grad- 


broken line from the turn of the 
century the policy of Congress 
has been that the benefits of 
power produced from public 
funds shall be spread widely, es- 
pecially among domestic and ru- 
ral consumers, and shall be sold 
at the lowest possible rates that 
will repay the investment with 
interest. To accomplish this, the 


the sale of public power shall be 
given to co-operatives and public 
bodies, and that transmission 
lines may be built where neces- 
sary to reach them. 

Here in the Northwest you 


—and work well. Your REA 
co-operatives, your public util- 
ity districts, and your munici- 
pal systems, as well as private 
utility companies, are tied in 
with the power-producing dams 
by the Government’s backbone 
transmission system; your rates 
are lew; your homes and farms 
use two or three times as much 
power as the average for the 
nation. Yet these Federal pow- 
er policies are being fought 
right now as hard as they were 
éver fought in the past. 

No two regions are the same 
and the particular adjustment of 
private and public generation, 
transmission, and ‘distribution 
systems that the northwest 
worked out cannot be exactly fol- 
lowed everywhere. But the

But we wiil have to do far 
better than we have been doing 
with the resources within our own 
borders, Soil and water, fish and 
wildlife, forests and grasslands, 
minerals and waterpower — they 
are all related to one another in 
nature’s order and we cannot sep- 
arate the problems of one from 
those of all the others. 


Our approach must be unified, 
on: a wide front, by integrated 
plans, by co-operative effort. This 
means better administrative ar- 
rangements within the Federal 
Government and intelligent and 
better co-ordinated action by 
states, by localities, and by pri- 
vate enterprise. Most of all, it 
means better co-operation among 
all the agencies, public or private, 
that deal with natural resources. 


I have emphasized public pol- 
icies tonight, because I am a 
candidate for office and want to 
make clear where I stand on the 
problems a President must deal 
with. But I believe with all my 
heart that the job of wisely using 
the resources with which nature 
endowed the United States is very 
largely a job for private action. 
It requires every private land-

the United States. 


It is this: To restore, to make 
good the greatest failure that 
now exists in American Govern- 
ment, the complete loss of co- 
operation between the executive 
and  iegislative departments. 
Until, initiative of the execu- 
tive, the advice of that legisla- 
tive body and its leaders is 
sought in the making of pro- 
grams, until] the leaders and the 
members of those bodies are

You cannot take the great legis- 
lative body that is, after all, the 
United States and speaks for the 
population, and ignore it, make 
fun of it, go up and down the 
countryside talking about it in 
derogatory terms, and have our 
Government work.

On such an occasion as this 
there are a thousand things to 
talk about. I am going to make my 
portion of the program as brief

men here who are old heads, old 
hands, and whose wealth of ex- 
perience, I suppose, if added to- 
gether would be just about that 
of the history of our modern po- 
litical times.

Gen. Eisenhower says it is a “well known 
fact” that there was no shortage of space in 
1948 to store the big crops of corn and wheat 
and other grains. But this fact was not “well 
known” to farmers at the time. ‘On July 31 of 
that year, for example, the Post-Dispatch printed 
a news story from Kansas City under the head- 
line “Grain Storage Big Problem of Farmers. 
On Aug. 27 another dispatch from Washington 
forecast a “Serious Shortage of Storage Space 
for Big U.S. Crops.” Farmers in that year 
knew that storage was short, especially on or 
near the farm where it was most needed. 

With prices falling, many farmers wanted to 
get a Commodity Credit Corporation loan on 
their grain instead of selling it. To get the loan 
they had to store the grain on the farm or in a 
commercial elevator. But in many cases their 
own bins were full, and no space was left in 
the elevators. 

The CCC, moreover, did not have authority 
to build or buy storage facilities of its own. It 
could not even lease a piece of land to build a 
storage bin on. It had been stripped of that 
authority by the Eightieth Congress (Republi- 
can) in June of 1948. : 


Gen. Eisenhower gave the impression that 
Congress did not strip CCC of its powers. He 


is mistaken, as he might have learned from bad drivers off the highways. 


Representative Clifford Hope of Kansas. Hope 
was the Republican chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee in 1948, and he tried 
to dissuade the House from curbing CCC 
powers to buy or lease real estate and storage 
facilities. Congressman Hope warned at the 
time that this curtailment would “severely 
restrict” the operations of CCC. Committees 
of both House and Senate, when they lifted the 
restrictions in 1949, said that this was exactly 
what had happened. 

We do not doubt that President Truman, 
campaigning in the farm belt four years ago, 
may have exaggerated the effect of the CCC 
restriction. But there was a restriction and it 
had seme effect, which farmers are in a better 
position to estimate than anybody else. 

As for the main point, neither Gen. Eisen- 
hower nor Senator Williams of Delaware, who 
originated the charges, has produced any real 
evidence to show that the Government 
deliberately depressed farm prices in 1948— 
which incidentally would have been a very 
peculiar way to bid for the farm vote.

If Adlai Stevenson is elected President 
in November, he appears quite sure to 
have a Senate controlled by his own party. 

If Dwight Eisenhower is elected, it is 
far from sure that the Senate he must 
work with will be Republican. 

A strange quirk of politics accounts for 
that situation. It is simply this: 

Of 46 Senate seats held by Republicans, 
20 go before the voters in November. Of 
those 20, only six are in thoroughly safe 
Republican territory. Democfats have a 
chance to win 14. 

Of 50 Senate seats held by Democrats, 
only 15 are before the voters. Of those 
15, there are five in the Democratic South, 
and one firmly held in Rhode Island. That 
leaves only nine contests in which Repubti- 
cans have a chance. 

' (Editor’s Note: Gov. John Lodge of 
Connecticut has just named William A. 
Purtell, Republican business man, to the 
vacancy left by the death of the late 
Democratic Senator Brien McMahon, which 
means that at the moment the Republicans 
have 47‘seats and the Democrats 49.) 


If they are to win, Republicans must 
hold every seat that they now have and 
pick up at least three out of the nine 
Democratic seats open to contest outside 
the South.

In late afternoon when the great 
multitude of farm families left 
the rolling farm, its green now 
striped with freshly turned ¢on- 
tours and littered with the fa- 
miliar debris of a mass picnic, 
they had substantially the same 
pledges from Gen. Eisenhower 
and Gov. Stevenson. 


Republicans Lack Record. 


. To wit, 90 per cent of parity 
and inclusion of perishable prodr 
ucts in the crop support program, 
as well as all sorts of trimmings 
such as strengthened co-opera- 
tives, continuation of the conser- 
vation program which was dem- 
onstrated here, rural electrifica- 
tion, rural telephones, more and 
better farm-to-market roads, and 
s0 on. Gov. Stevenson went his 
rival one better by including 
housing. 

The farm issue was thus, in ef- 
fect, removed from the campaign. 

The text, then, comes down to 
whether a majority of farmers 
choose to rely on past perform- 
ance in the case of Democrats, 
or whether they are disgruntled 
enough with other phases of Dem- 
ocratic rule in Washington and 
desirous enough of a change to 
put their faith in promises of the 
Republicans. 

Republicans are admittedly 
handicapped by lack of a record 
of performance. How far Gen. 
Eisenhower is ready to go to try 
to meet that, and to make up for 
the casual attitude of the party 
four years ago, he demonstrated 
when he figuratively tore the 
farm plank in the Republican 
platform into little pieces before 
the assembled hosts to flutter 
down and join the other debris. 

This was noted chidingly by 
Gov. Stevenson when he stood 
in the same place later. He didn’t 
have to do anything like that, he 
told the farmers. He had a plat- 
form on which he could stand— 
and did. 


Unfounded Charges. 


The General sought to rein- 
force his promises by injecting 
into the farm question § the 
“moral” issue upon which he has 
been harping so emphatically 
since he took to the road. Tothe 
“mess in Washington” catalogue 
he added the scandals revealed 
in grain storage by congressional 
committees. 

Then taking a patient dema- 
gogic detour, he repeated the 
charges about the Truman Ad- 
ministration depressing grain 
prices before the 1948 election 
which Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan has denied in detail and 
which competent experts in this 
area, outside the Government, say 
are completely unfounded. 

Also, while rejecting the Bran- 
nan plan, he promised a “moral”

The contrasting platform ap- 
pearances of the two candidates 
might have an influence on the 
farmer’s decision out this way in 
November, though no reliable 
surface clues were discernible. 
“As to applause, it was about a 
draw, though Gov. Stevenson 
seemed to get the audience in a 
more lively humor by occasional 
sallies of wit and the Democrats 
did have a more effective “cheer- 
leading” section immediately in 
front of the platform to give the 
cues to the vast crowd stretch- 
ing. away across the fields. 


Stevenson’s AAA Days. 


Applause for both, however, 
was restricted — for these are 
serious folks, less demonstrative 
by nature than similar campaign 
crowds beyond the farm belt. 
They wanted to hear everything 
that was said by each candidate. 

Gov. Stevenson is generally 
recognized as the more ready and 
polished speaker—but Gen. Eis- 
enhower, looking and acting be- 
fore this crowd more “Kansas” 
than he did in a military uniform 
and doing it quite naturally and 
unaffectedly, was earnest and 
forceful. 


A comment heard here and 
there was that Gov. Stevenson 
seemed more familiar with the 
subject, despite his more citified 
looks, and he did not overlook 
the opportunity to recall his serv- 
ice in the early New Deal days 
with the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration —the AAA — in 
Washington, and to point out that 
he has dealt directly with the 
farm problem as Governor of one 
of our great agricultural states.

One farmer observed that all 
the talk in his town is Republican 
generally until election day—and 
then the majority of votes cast 
are Democratic, which may or 
may not mean anything this year.

Eisenhower: 

“He makes it easier to vote Re- 
publican.” 

Henry Snow, the host of the oc- 
casion, was a fine example of 
farmer reticence. He refused to 
tell how he was going to vote. It 
was noted, however, that after his 
introduction of the Democratic 
candidate as “a good. and great 
Governor” he threw up his hands 
to whip up applause as he started 
away from the front of the plat- 
form to take his seat. It was an 
awkward, but seemingly sincere, 
gesture—like a freshman who has 
just joined the college cheer-lead- 
ing section. 

It might be unwise to take that 
for a sign for November. And 
there were rumors that the cheer- 
ful Mrs. Snow is an “Ike” sup- 
porter. 

Anyhow, they entertained in 
their home the next President of 
the United States. There’s no 
argument about that.

TESTS INDICATE POSSIBLE USE 
OF CORTISONE TO AID BABIES 


Experiments on mice indicate a 
possible new use for cortisone, in 
treating premature babies for 
often-fatal digestive disorders, As- 
sociate Prof. Florence Moog of 


the Washington University De- 
partment of Zoology reported yes- 
terday at Ithaca, N.Y, 

She emphasized that any such 
use of the powerful drug would 
have to be by doctors having long 
experience in administering the 
medicine. Cortisone has shown 
good early results in treatment of 
arthritis and certain other condi- 
tions, but experts have warned 
repeatedly of possible harmful re- 
actions. 

Dr. Moog found that, by giving 
cortisone to the mice, the food- 
absorption chemical reached max- 
imum efficiency about a week 
earlier than without the drug. 

She said the mouse experi- 
ments “suggest a rational basis” 
for employing the medicine in 
both premature and full-term in- 
‘omg faced with a digestive prob- 
em,

SUGAR IN FOOD MAIOR 


Three Foreign Dentists Urge 
Parents to Shield Children 
From It. 


a 

Parents who can persuade their 
children to cut down on candy 
and other foods with a high con- 
tent of refined sugar will be 
shielding the youngsters from a 
major cause of tooth decay, three 
foreign dentists here for. the 
American Dental Association con- 
vention agreed today. 

Dr. W. Alan Grainger, a profes- 
sor on the dental staff of the 
University of Sydney, Australia, 
Observed that the incidence of 
caries in children’s teeth was 
much reduced during World War 
II, when not much sugar was 
available. 

The same phenomenon was 
noted by Dr. Juuso Kivimaki, 
president of the Finnish Dental 
Society and dean of the dental 
school at the University of Fin- 
land, and by Miss Eleanor 
Knowles of the British Ministry 
of Health, London. . 

“In Finland during the war,” 
Dr. Kivimaki said, “decay in 
teeth went downu 40 to 45 per 
cent among children.” 

Dr. Grainger said cavities were 
practically unknown among chil- 
dren at Hopewood House, an in- 
stitute near Sydney where diet is 
properly balanced and contains 
no refined sugar. He described 
efforts of the Australian Dental 
Association to obtain legislation 
under which a broad program for 
dental care of pre-school age 
children would be undertaken. 

Great Britain has free dental 
treatment for persons under 21 
years of age, while in Finland the 
state pays for dental care of 
school children from 7 to about 
16 years old, the visitors said. 

Both Dr. Grainger and Dr. Kivi- 
maki expressed deep interest in 
the program for fluoridation of 
public water supplies which has 
gained wide acceptance in the 
United States with the endorse- 
ment of the American Dental 
Association. Neither Australia 
nor Finland has such a program 
at present.

BOSTON, Sept. 9 (AP)—Repre- 
sentatives of both legislative 
branches of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of the United 
States and of its woman’s aux- 
iliary, meeting jointly, consid- 
ered today a suggested annual 
budget of nearly $6,000,000.

GEN. BENEDICT CROWELL DIES; 
HEADED WORLD WAR | BOARD 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. Benedict Crowell, Di- 
rector of Munitions and Assistant 
Secretary of War during World 
War I and a special defense con- 
sultant during World War II, died 
yesterday in a rest home, He was 
82 years old. 

He held several federal posi- 
tions during the 1930s under the 
late President Franklin-D. Roose- 
velt. 

For nearly three years he 
rested under the shadow of what 
former President Herbert Hoover 
later called “an inadvertent but 
grave injustice.” Crowell and six 
of his aids, all members of the 
emergency. construction commit- 
tee of the Council of National De- 
fense, were indicted in 1922 by a 
special grand jury on charges 
they instituted the “cost plus 10 
per cent system.” The grand 
jury established by Congress held 
the men had enriched firms in 
which they were interested and 
excluded other contractors from 
consideration as bidders on con- 
struction of munitions plants and 
other wartime structures. 

The indictment stood until 
1925 when Attorney General Har- 
lan F. Stone dropped it, explain- 
ing there was no evidence to up- 
hold it.

Campaign of Attack. 


Since the farmers are pretty 
well aware of the facts, they 
might not have appreciated being 
told by Eisenhower that they were 
tricked in °48 by falling grain 
prices manipulated by Democratic 
strategem. This is saying in ef- 
fect that they were too simple- 
minded to see through the ma- 
neuver. 

By his positive stand in Minne- 
sota, Ike let down the Stevenson 
strategists.

Want Dry Weather? 
Then You Get Rain 


By Leonard Hall 


O sooner had we asked for dry weather so we 
could bale the sudan hay we mowed last week 
than great thunderheads piled up in the south- 
west- and the sun red from sight. We'd 
ideas raked half the field 
<==} and were expecting 

C= =. Ern Stricklin with his 
baler right after din- 
ner. But before he 
could arrive, the big 
drops began to fall, 
accompanied by scat- 
tering hailstones, and 
before the afternoon 
was over we'd had 
more rain than in any 
single day since April. 
Each time there came 
a rift in the clouds 
during the afternoon 
we made a start at 
some other job, but 
finally at 5 o'clock 
were glad of a few minutes’ break in the downpour 
which let us rush over to the Huff field across the 
highway to feed the steers and home again to milk 
Old Guernsey and feed the bulls and Pep and Pop, 
the porkers. 

Although the rain knocked us out of haying 
and may even ruin several hundred bales of badly 
needed forage, it was not a complete catastrophe. 
Pastures were growing short for want of moisture 
and in the fields which are being fitted for fall 
planting, the ground had become too dry to plow. 
Now the grass will take a spurt and we'll be able 
to get ahead with the fall seedings. The sudan 
will make another cutting and there'll be a big 
crop of soybeans and millet to go into the barn, 
provided once again that we get hay curing 
weather when they’re ready to harvest. Yet we 
wonder, sometimes, why and how so many people 
persist at this greatest of all gambling professions 
where one is constantly at the mercy of the 
weather, of markets he cannot create or control, 
of alternating shortages and surpluses which can- 
not logically be predicted.

CERTAINLY WE MUST BE SEEKERS after con 
tentment rather than wealth; and this is doubly 
true of the farmer who tills his soil with an eye 
on the morrow. We talk a great deal about building 
up the land while at the same time increasing our 
yields ‘of all the food and fiber crops needed by a 
growing population. Yet this land-building job can 
only be done by the farmer who is willing to plow 
back, year after year, a good share of the income 
which his land produces. This he does in the form 
of terrace building, crop rotations, which rest and 
build up the supply of organic matter in the soil, 
and other measures which must be paid for year 
after year out of current farm receipts. Farming 
for cash is always far easier than farming for the 
future. 

These somewhat somber thoughts ran through 
my mind as the rain came pelting down, but they 
obviously didn’t bother the new-born calves in the 
barnlot. With each succeeding downpour the cows 
would head in from pasture to the open aisles of 
the big barn. But the calves stayed out in their 
first rainstorm, running circles, kicking up their 
heels and engaging in ferocious butting contests, 
Daisy and Ribbon, with each clap of thunder, gal- 
loped wildly across the field. Finally, when the 
rain settled to a steady downpour, the whole herd 
headed out again to crop the wet grass as uncon- 
cernedly as if the sun were shining. 

Of all our animals, only Mike and Chipper mind 
the lightning and thunder, 
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RAINY AFTERNOONS are fine times to catch 
up on the reading and I took advantage of this 
one to peruse an interesting document which ar- 
rived recently from our friend Banaby Howard in 
far-off Southern Rhodesia. He sends greetings, 
tells of his work as chairman for soil conservation 
in his district, and incloses a talk given recently 
by their senior conservation engineer, R. M. M. 
Commacher, following an extended tour of the 
United States. The comment of an informed out- 
sider often shows more insight than that of the 
observer who has the scene at his nose-tip. 


Commacher points out that while climate is 
comparable in our country and Rhodesia, we have 
an advantage in the more even distribution of 
rainfall in our better farming areas that lets us 
grow a far greater variety of plants. 

Also, being 20 times larger and with an agricul- 
tural population of 25,000,000, we can do things 
in the way of experimentation and research that 
are impossible or difficult for the smaller country. 

Finally, we have a population density of 50 per 
square mile with a high educational standard and 
level of living; while Rhodesia has 14 people per 
square mile, of whom only one is a white European 
with education and living standards equivalent to 
ours. We have great advantages in such matters 
as markets, transport and proximity to manufac- 


turing centers. 
i le 


AN INSIGHT which might have escaped some 
colonial Englishmen is that while American farm- 
ers have advantages, they also have qualities which 
account for their progress and success. 

They organize their effort and use labor-saving 
machinery, yet both the American farmer and his 
wife are hard workers. They have no source of 
cheap “native” labor to plow and harvest or to 
cook and run the farm home. They live, by any 
standards, at a high level which they achieve 
through their own physical as well as mental 
effort. | | 

After giving us our due, however, Commacher 
makes further comment which I wish every citizen 
interested in America’s resources could read and 
think about. He says in part: 

_“The standard of conservation achieved in prac- 
tice in the United States is disappointingly low. 
« » « One reason we have had more success here is 
that we can, when hecessary, use compulsion to in- 
_ $ure soil protection.” 

That last sentence, it seems to me, is one for 
every American to think about.

| 6000—Teen-Agers to Octogenarians—to Enroll in 350 University College Classes

HEY ¢arry books instead of 
T the mail, but “neither rain 

nor snow nor heat nor gloom 
of night’—nor an invitation out 
to dinner—stays thousands of St. 


Louis area adults from getting to . 


class on time in Washington Uni- 
versity’s after-hours study and 
training program. 

Approximately 6000 are expect- 
ed to register in University Col- 
lege from Sept. 17 to 27 for 
classes which open. Sept. 29. 
Their ages will range from the 
teens to the eighties. They'll sign 
up for everything from South 
Asian art to the history of Russia 
and they’ll learn to sing anthems, 
read poetry with expression or 
make a marionette that won't get 
tangled up in the strings. 

The 350 classes of University 
College — which now attract as 
many ‘students as the day courses 
—are the offspring of an evening 
class in electrical engineering set 
up in 1914 by Dean Alexander 
Langsdorf, retired dean of the 
engineering school. Although Sat- 
urday classes had been started 
nine years earlier, this was the 
first night-school course on the 
campus and one of the first in 
the nation as Washington pio- 
neered in the development of a 
program for those who had passed 
the age of the average collége 
student, or who worked during 
the day and had only the eve- 
nings for study. Accounting fol- 
fowed, then came the cultural 
courses which, along with techni- 
cal work, can lead to an academic 
degree. 

But the degree usually isn’t 
uppérmost in the adult’s mind 


when he selects his courses and 


pays his tuition, according to Dr. 


W. .H. Reals, dean of University- 


College. That sheepskin is just 
a dim dot on the horizon, too far 
away to be dreamed of. 

Most of them .come for self- 
improvement, to study for job or 
professional advancement, to keep 
up with the world, to make worth- 
while use of their leisure time or 
just to meet others with the same 
thought in mind. 

More than 150,000 students 
have enrolled in University Col- 
lege since its ineeption. Dean 
Reals pulled a few of their cards 
from the file drawers. 

There was the socially-promi- 
nent St. Louis woman who began 
her studies in 1922 and was tak- 
ing a course in current problems 
shortly before her death a year 
or so ago when she was in her 
eightiés There was another who 
registered for the first time in 
1910, soon after the birth of her 
son, now a prominent St. Louis 
broker. She has continued every 
year since then, and several years 
ago the son and his wife joined 
her on the campus. There was 
the homemaker who enrolled in 
1930 and now has transferred to 
the day school to take her de- 
gree; the fraternity housemother 
who followed the example of her 
undergraduate charges and went 
back to school to obtain her 
diploma; the prominent woman 
advertising executive who studied 
from 1925 to 1937, aH the time 
continuing her progress in the ad- 
vertising profession. 

There was the investment: man 
who came to the attention of 
school authorities when he 
“clocked” the professor and com- 
plained about the wasted time in 
chit-chat. He continued his work 
year after year (the professor has 
long since gone) and now is a 
member of the University College 
faculty. 

Among the outstanding alumni 


of University College is Joan 


Irby, advertising assistant for the 
central region of 16 states for So- 
cony-Vacuum Oil Co., Inc. She 
started in 1941, taking classes two 
nights a week, progressed to three 
the following year and ended up 
by going to school four nights a 
week for several years. In June, 
1950, she was awarded the Bach- 
elor of Science degree—but that 
didn’t stop her from going to 
school. 

“The next year I took the his- 
tory of the French Revolution. 
After that I took diplomatic his- 
tory, and last year Russian his- 
tory. But I’m back to just one 
evening a week now. I'll have a 
little time to see some of those 
old friends and catch up ‘on the 
dinner invitations I missed.” 

Social life must be one of the 
sacrifices if an adult takes a 
heavy schedule, Miss Irby points 
out. What leisure time is left 
after a 40-hour work week at the 
office, additional business engage- 
ments and apartment cleaning 
must be devoted to homework. 

“T had to make up my mind 
that I just wouldn’t accept invi- 
tations all those years, but I re- 
fused to permit my school work 
to interfere with my job. That 
came first. 

“But no matter what sacrifices 
I had to make, it was worth it 
and I'd do it all over again. I 
didn’t have id idea # taking my

Fix lt Yourself

Blistered Cornice Trim. 

E NOTE with a certain de- 

gree of apprehension that 

the paint on many house 
cornices is blistered. The cornice, 
for those who don’t know, is the 
molding, etc., that is used to cover 
the joint between house Siding 
and the roof. 

The reason why paint in this 
location is so apt to peel is be- 
cause the wood is damp or be- 
comes damp from time to time. 

How the wood becomes damp 
is quite interesting. Sometimes 
it’s because of an open seam be- 
tween cornice trim and roof or 
siding that allows driven rain to 
enter and for this you can make 
an effective cure by caulking the 
open joint. 

Often the trouble is caused by 
an improperly hung or leaking 
gutter that allows water to pour 
over the molding during a heavy 
rain, When you get a concen- 
trated deluge of water at one 
point it’s usually possible for the 
water to find a tiny crack some- 
where and flow through this into 
the wood. Rehanging the gutters 
or fixing the leaks in them is the 
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solution to this problem. 

In a few cases, the moisture in 
the wood comes from the inside 
—condensation in the attic. This 
is what you can expect when ev- 
erything else looks okay but your 
attic becomes a trifle damp dur- 
ing the cold weather. The cure 
here is to ventilate the attic

West made his orthodox leau— 
the fourth-highest spade — and 
South proceeded to wrap up nine 
tricks. He won the first trick 
with the spade 10, cashed the 
king and queen of hearts (East 
holding off), then led the heart 
four in hope of a 3-3 break. This 
didn’t come off, and East col- 
lected two heart tricks, but no 
defense could stop declarer from 
wirsiag nine tricks—two spades, 
tw: hearts, four diamonds and 
one club. 


“Something’s wrong somewhere, 
Pard,” South said. “I had a per- 
fectly legitimate one no-trump, 
with 18 points, and you had noth- 
ing like a raise with only five 
points, yet we missed a cold 
game. Maybe this point-count 
stuff isn’t so hot.” 


It was natural for South to be 
disgruntled, but, in taking a 
crack at the point-count method, 
he was being unfair and unreal- 
istic. To begin with, it is doubtful 
that many first-class partnerships 
would reach three no-trump on 
the North-South cards by any 
bidding method; and in the sec- 
ond place, South failed to ob- 
serve that a less favorable lie of 
cards might have spelled trouble 
for a game contract. The opening 
lead helped South, and the spe- 
cific diamond break was even 
more helpful. 

While mentioning these items, 
however, it is neverthaless true 
that one no-trump is not an ideal 
opening bid for the South hand. 
The hand is too strong. Granted, 
it contains only 18 high-card 
points, which seems to make it a 
conventional, maximum | one-no- 
trump opening, but point-count- 
ers are not in a different posi- 
tion from honor-trick bidders— 
they must use their heads and 
take note of the texture of the 


hand. 

It is the fact that South holds 
10 honor cards, with the 10-9 
combination in diamonds, that 
really puts him over the logical 
(as distinguished from the purely 
formal) limit of a no-trump open- 
ing.

‘Start Where You Are’

DEAR: CLAIRE: 

OR more than a week I've 

kept your letter asking me 

to help you find a job. Dur- 
ing that time I’ve made a few 
approaches on your behalf. You 
will have no trouble in getting 
an office job at $45 a week. 
Incidentally, I think you were 
hasty in refusing the one you 
mentioned. What if the work 
were tedious? It was in a very 
fine office and you would have 
found it less monotonous than 
you think. 

For anybody who wants work, 
the first lesson on the first 
page is this: Start where you 
are. As the Chinese proverb 
says, “A journey of a thousand 
miles begins with one step.” I 
knew a young widow who start- 
ed playing accompaniments at 
$1 an hour. Her earned income 
is now in the upper 3 per cent 
of American incomes. Lucky 
breaks: Yes, but she wouldn’t 
have got a single break had she 
not started doggedly right where 
she was. 

If you really must work, 
Claire, go back and ask for the 
job you turned down. 
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HOWEVER, what I want to 
discuss with you—and I’m do- 
ing it through the column be- 
cause I think it is a problem of 
general interest—is whether 
you really ought to work for a 
salary, You have your home 
and school-age children. I 
doubt very much whether you 
will be'a dime ahead at the end 
of the year as the result of an 
office job. A woman’s services 
to her home are worth more in 
actual cash than she can make 
outside. 

Six years ago a young man 
about to marry a college grad- 
uate came to ask my advice 
about letting his wife continue 
in her job for a few years. He 
had a job and a house partially 

_Ppaid for, and that was all. I 


told him that I thought o 
would be more prosperous at 
the end of 10 years if his wife 
stayed at home and kept her 
eye on the domestic ball, and 
lived within his salary—which 
she was quite willing to do.

MOST PEOPLE who ask my 
advice don’t take it, but this 
boy did. His wife has run the 
house well, and done him credit 
at home and in public. They 
have three children. He has 
been promoted to a responsible 
position. I’m sure that they 
are farther along in a material 
way because the wife made mar- 
riage her career. Besides, they 
have a deep emotional satis- 
faction in their family, and the 
stability of a well-rooted home. 

In the September issue of 
Harper’s Magazine is a good 
article, “I Can’t Afford My 
Wife’s Job.” Budget-wise it is 
well worth your reading. 

But cash considerations are 
only one part of your problem. 
What about the time you will:

If that is so, and if the sinking 
keeps on at the same rate, the 
ground on which Mexico City 
stands will be 200 feet lower in 
two centuries, A sudden drop of 
that distance would bring great 
damage, but a long, slow change 
might cause little harm.

Other tests slfow that the land 
is sinking in many other parts of 
the earth. Still other places have 
land which is rising bit by bit.

other cases, a steady sinking or 
rising of land may go on for thou- 
sands of years. ¢
